Upcoming 
preparation  and  organizational  plans  for  the  exhibit  were  discussed 
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with  McCarron  seeking  bodies  to  help  with  the  installation. 
Board  members  Linhares  and  Yanez  offered  their  assistance. 

Judith  Dunham  then  gave  a  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Curatorial 
Committee  at  their  recent  meeting  of  February  2,  1984.

Organizational  details  need  to  be 
worked  out  befor  dates  can  be  confirmed. 

4)  Presentation  of  SF/SF  an  exhibit  of  approximately  35  San  Francisco 
artists  on  the  theme  of  Science  Fiction.  Guest  curated  by  Paul 
Hasegawa-Overacker ,  Robert  Atkins  and  Jo  Babcock,  will  travel  to 
Clocktower  in  New  York  City.

REMARKS  FROM  THE  CHAIR 

Chairperson  Boyd  opened  the  meeting  with  a  note  of  thanks  to  all  Board  members 
and  Gallery  staff  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  "Controversial  Public  Art" 
exhibit,  and  Modesto  Lanzone ' s  birthday  fundraiser  held  on  11  March,  1984. 

Further  remarks  included  information  on  a  day  long  retreat  at  the  Green  Gulch 
Zen  Center  in  Marin  for  the  Advisory  Board,  with  the  purpose  of  strengthening 
the  Board's  objectives  concerning  Gallery  programming  and  policy.  The  idea  was 
approved,  with  the  provision  that  a  facilitator  be  provided  to  organize  the 
event. 

Chairperson  Boyd  then  introduced  Mary  Kiilian,  Executive  Director  of  Friends  of 
the  Arts,  who  gave  a  report  on  fundraising  efforts  by  the  Consolidated  Effort 
as  follows : 


A  project  of  the  S.F.  Arts  Commission  and  Friends  of  the  Arts. 

GALLERY  HOURS:  Tuesday  through  Saturday:  1  1-6  PM  Thursday:  1  1-9  PM 


Friends  of  the  Arts  is  currently  approaching  major  corporations, 
with  a  commitment  given  to  Roselyne  Swig  on  behalf  of  Chevron  for  $50,000. 
$25,000  is  designated  for  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  $25,000  for  general 
programming.  Those  monies  designated  for  general  programs  will  come  before 
the  Allocations  Committee  for  dispersal.  Ms.  Killian  also  recorded  financial 
commitments  from  other  corporations  as  follows: 

$1,000    from  Safeway 
$5,000    from  Korett 

$1,000    from  Barney  Osher,  representing  Butter field  Foundation 

Ms.  Killian  also  gave  a  brief  discription  of  the  Allocations  Committee's  function, 
that  being  the  consideration  of  budget  needs  within  the  various  Arts  Commission 
agencies,  setting  priorities  and  allocating  monies  accordingly.  Current 
priorities  are  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Festival,  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery, 
and  the  Cultural  Centers. 

Ms.  Killian  reported  on  several  fundraising  events  that  have  been  pledged  to 
the  Arts  Commission: 

A  breakfast  at  Tiffany's 

A  Valentino  Fashion  show  at  I  Magnin 

An  opening  party  for  two  new  re stur aunts  under  Le  Central  management 

Ms.  Killian  closed  her  remarks  with  an  appeal  to  the  Board  to  make  her  aware 
of  available  office  space  for  Friends  of  the  Arts,  as  their  lease  at  45  Hyde 
will  not  be  renewed.  She  is  specifically  looking  for  space  offered  rent  free, 
as  a  tax  write-off  for  the  donor. 


Chairperson  Boyd  opened  the  meeting  to  Committe  Reports : 
DIRECTOR'S  REPORT:  JOHN  McCARRON 

1.  Public  Relations  for  the  "Controversial  Public  Art"  exhibit  . 
(given  by  Susan  Arick) 
As  a  result  of  the  nature  of  the  exhibit,  along  with  the  press  conference, 
press  packet  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Board  members,  the  Gallery  has 
received  an  unprecedented  amount  of  media  converage  for  this  exhibit.  Reviews 
have  appeared  in  all  major  Bay  Area  papers,  Bay  Area  art  journals  and  in  some  of 
the  glossies,  with  cable  and  major  network  coverage  and  FM  radio  airplay. 

A  Gallery  scrapbook    is  being  prepared  to  include  all  print  media  coverage  of 
Gallery  exhibits  for  the  front  desk. 

Chairman  Boyd  reported  that  People  Magazine  will  visit  the  Gallery  to  consider 
running  a  follow-up  to  their  article  on  the  exhibit  at  Milwaukee  and  public  art 
controversies  in  general.  She  asked  that  the  Board  think  of  suggestions  for  a 
possible  angle  on  the  story. 


//. 
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2.  Community  Service  Receptions: 

The  Gallery  is  being  approached  by  various  community  organizations  to 
provide  the  venue  for  receptions.  A  possible  reception  being  reviewed  would 
tale  place  May  9th  or  10th.  McCarron  recommended  that  the  concept  of  these 
receptions  be  approved  with  a  rental  fee  ranging  between  $200  to  $250,  with 
careful  screening  in  terms  of  amount  of  people  to  be  invited,  and  cost  to 
the  Gallery  in  terms  of  custodial  and  staffing  considerations;  as  well  as 
avoiding  scheduling  of  private  receptions  during  Gallery  public  hours.

3 .  City  Budget  Issues 

Claire  Isaacs,  Director  of  the  Arts  Commission,  presented  Gallery  budget 
requests  of  $60,000  to  the  Mayor's  Office  in  January  1984.  Any  requests  above 
last  year's  budget  allocations  are  called  "Budget  Issues".  Ms.  Isaacs,  the 
Mayor  and  several  art  commissioners  meet  to  discuss  these  various  issues.  The 
Mayor  then  presents  her  budget  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  final  approval 
by  15  May  1984.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  either  approves  or  cuts  the  budget 
issues  primarily  on  the    advice  of  Harvey  Rose,  Budget  Analyst  for  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  Advisory  Board  can  lobby  the  Gallery  Budget  in  the  following 
ways : 

A.  Through  Betty  Linn  Guimares ,  Arts  Commission  Laison  to  the  Mayor's  Office 

B.  Through  Harvey  Rose,  Budget  Analyst,  Board  of  Supervisors 

C.  Though  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

D.  Through  the  Mayor  before  she  finalizes  her  budget 

These  Board  Members  have  agreed  to  lobby  in  the  following  ways : 

A.  Flo  Wong  will  contact  Betty  Linn  Guimares 

B.  Modesto  Lanzone  will  contact  Mayor  Feinstein

The  Final  typed  copy  of  the  Mayor's  Budget  is  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
by  May  15,  1984. 

4.  Grant  Writing 

The  Gallery  is  in  need  of  effective  grant  writing  in  the  areas  of  capitol 
improvement  and  events  programming.  The  Gallery  is  also  interested  in  obtaining 
a  grant  to  establish  an  internship  program  with  local  arts  institutions.  It  is 
important  to: 

A.  Establish  programs  in  advance  that  are  eligible  for  funding,  keeping  in 
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mind  that  most  grants  fund  specific  projects  and  not  general  operational 
expenses. 

B.  Establish  a  schedule  of  Foundations  and  deadlines  for  various  grant 
applications . 

The  Gallery  has  applied  to  the  NEA  under  the   'Visual  Arts:  Grants  to  Organizations' 
category  for  a  current  set  of  guidelines  of  1985.  Application  deadline  will  be 
Summer  1984. 


REPORT  FROM  THE  FINANCIAL  COMMITTEE:  FLO  WONG 

Ms.  Wong  circulated  copies  of  the  budget  for  "Controversial  Public  Art:" 
prepared  by  Martha  Campbell  for  review  by  the  Board,  citing  following  results: 

1.  $11,000  has  been  raised  to  date  to  cover  exhibition  expenses 

2.  The  Symposium  events  are  breaking  even,  through  donations  to  cover 
honorariums  and  by  door  and  bar  take  at  events  held  at  Roosevelt  Cafe 

3.  $12,030  needs  to  be  raised  to  cover  Board's  commitment  of  $23,000 


CURATORIAL  REPORT:   JUDITH  DUNHAM 

1.  "Civic  Center  Photography"  Exhibit 

Ms.  Dunham  feels  that  considering  the  current  financial  situation  involved 
with  the  "Controversial  Public  Art"  exhibit,  it  would  be  difficult  to  raise 
the  monies  to  support  Rene  Yanez's  proposed  budget  for  this  exhibit.  She  will 
speak  with  Yanez  on  this  subject  with  the  following  suggestions: 

A.  Possible  re-conceptualization  of  the  exhibit  to  reduce  cost.  Alternatives 
include : 

1.  Inclusion  of  pre-existing  work,  thereby  reducing  honorariums,  film  developing 
etc. 

2.  Reducing  administrative  fees  and  costs. 

2.  Current  Exhibition  Schedule 

April  26-May  26:  "Discarded  Object:  Refound  Image",  curated  by  John  McCarron, 
including  work  by  Bay  Area  artists  who  incorporate  found  objects  into  their 
painting.  The  exhibit  will  operate  with  a  minimal  budget,  which  includes  PR, 
mailing,  reception  and  installation. 

June- July :  "San  Francisco  Science  Fiction",  guest  curated  by  Paul  Hasegawa- 
Overacker,  Robert  Atkins  and  Jo  Babcock.  The  curators  will  absorb  costs  for 
this  exhibit. 

These  exhibits  will  be  followed  by  Rene  Yanez's  show  (taking  into  account  above 
mentioned  provisions) ,  and  a  show  of  mid-career  Bay  Area  artists  proposed  by 
Charlie  Strong.     These  exhibits  will  take  the  Gallery  through  the  summer  season. 

Dunahm  stated  that  the  Gallery  should  attempt  to  balance  internally  financed 
exhibits  with  guest  curated  shows,  for  which  the  outside  party  is  responsible  //... 
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for  financial  obligations. 

At  this  time  McCarron  announced  the  intentions  of  the  Arts  Commission  to  involve 
the  Gallery  in  the  curating  of  two  exhibits  for  the  Urban  Fair,  this  summer. 

1.  Outdoor  sculpture  garden  with  site  specific  works  by  Bay  Area  artists 

2.  Indoor  installation  (possibly  of  artists'  furniture) 

These  exhibits  are  designed  to  attract  the  South  of  Market  and  Daly  City 
audiences. 

Since  these  exhibits  require  involved  artists  to  cover  their  own  transportation 
and  installation  costs,  Ms.  Dunham  raised  objections  to  the  Gallery's  sole 
responsibility,  as  it  is  felt  that  this  puts  the  Gallery  in  a  compromising 
position  with  artists  that  might  ultimately  damage  the  Gallery's  reputation. 
She  stated  that  positive  recommendations  be  made  to  other  groups  such  as  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Crafts  and  San  Francisco  Art  Institute  to  handle 
arrangements  for  these  exhibits.  The  following  arrangements  were  arrived  at:

-The  Gallery  will  be  the  site  of  a  performance  by  Amalia  Mesa-Bains  on  July  18 
at  7:30  p.m. 

-Western  Addition,  an  organization  devoted  to  Fine  Architecture  will  present 
two  lectures  in  the  Gallery  on  July  17  and  July  31.    Events  such  as  this  have 
made    it  a  successful  year  for  the  Gallery  in  terms  of  broadening  our  fields 
of  interest  and  exposure  to  different  audiences. 

-The  Supreme  Court  decision  that  requires  city  employees  to  receive  overtime 
pay  rather  than  compensatory  time-off  affects  both  John  and  Kathleen.  They 
will  no  longer  be  able  to  take  time  off  for  overtime  hours  accrued. 
Jerry  Carlin  suggested  Board  members  sign-up  for  volunteer  time.    Marty  Campbell 
asked  the  Gallery  to  determine  when  most  overtime  occurs  and  then  asked  Board 
members  to  assist  with  those  times.

-250  SNAP!  posters  have  been  distributed  throughout  the  area. The  deadline  for 

entries  is  August  20.    The  jurying  will  be  in  the  Gallery  on  August  22-24. 

The  exhibition  dates  are  September  5  -  October  12,  1985.    Over  300  applications 

have  been  sent  to  artists  responding  to  the  call  for  entry.    Anne  Walker  has 

contributed  $3500  to  finance  this  exhibition. 

-Phil  Linhares  reported  on  the  CALIFORNIA  DESIGN  II  exhibition  to  be  presented 
in  cooperation  with  the  American  Institute  of  Graphic  Arts  (AIGA) .  CALIFORNIA 
DESIGN  II  is  an  expanded  sequel  to  the  initial  competition  of  1982.  An  identical 
exhibit  will  be  presented  in  Los  Angeles  at  the  same  time  -  opening  Saturday, 
October  19  through  November  23,  1985,  with  selections  being  made  in  LA  by 
jurors:  Aldo  Cibic,  Milan  Italy;  Heather  Cooper,  Toronto  Canada;  FHK  Herion, 
London  England;  Eilo  Ishioka,  Tokyo  Japan;  and  Wolfgang  Weingart,  Basel  Switzerlai 
Included  in  the  exhibition  will  be  300-400  designs  for  posters,  record  album 
covers,  magazine  design,  letterheads,  logos,  packaging,  environmental  graphics, 
annual  reports,  menus,  and  invitations.    Organizing  the  S.F.  exhibition  are 
Michael  Patrick  Cronen  and  Linda  Hinrichs,  AIGA  representatives;  Phil  Linares, 
exhibition  coordinator  and  Sharon  Golden,  installation  designer.    The  installatioi 
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will  be  with  the  assistance  of  AIGA  members  and  students  from  the  graphic 
design  program  at  California  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts.    Publications  for  the 
event  will  be  jointly  designed  by  Michael  Cronen,  Linda  Hinrichs,  Michael 
Manwaring  and  Michael  Vanderbyl  of  San  Francisco  and  John  Coy  and  April 
Greiman  of  Los  Angeles.    Simpson  Paper  will  sponsor  the  publications.  All 
expenses  will  be  covered  by  the  AIGA. 

-The  Christmas  show  (December  5-21)  needs  a  clearer  definition  as  to  whether 
it  is  to  be  an  exhibition  or  a  fundraiser. 

Suggestions  by  the  Board  were  to  make  it  a  sale  of  small  items  (ornaments,  gifts 
wrapping  paper,  cards)  that  artists  could  donate,  and  to  make  size  and  price 
restrictions.    No  decision  has  been  reached  on  this  exhibit  yet. 
-Slides  were  shown  of  a  contemporary  quilt  exhibition  proposal.    The  Board 
approved  of  the  committee's  recommendation  to  add  it  to  the  exhibition  schedule 
for  1986,  possibly  during  June  at  the  time  of  a  craft  conference  in  Oakland.

5.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  McCarron 

-  Recap  of  July  events:  Western  Addition,  a  Fine  Architecture  organization, 
presented  two  lectures  in  the  Gallery.    Works  in  Progress:  8  Local  Architects 
including  Marc  Mack,  Toby  Levy,  William  Stout  §  Friends  and  New  Views:  Unseen 
Work  by  Twelve  Young  San  Francisco  Architects.    Both  lectures  were  extremely 
well  attended  with  audiences  of  120  and  150  per  night.    Western  Addition  has 
expressed  interest  in  using  the  Gallery  for  future  lectures.  McCarron 's 
concern  is  that  audiences  larger  than  150  may  pose  exit  hazards  in  the  event 
of  an  emergency.

The  Arts  Commission 
produced  a  printed  brochure  for  the  Festival.    The  brochure  highlights  and 
explains  all  Art  Commission  programs. 

-Amalia  Mesa-Bains  installed  her  Temple  Alter  with  a  performance  piece: 
The  Passionate  Heart  in  the  Gallery  on  July  18th. 

-The  Arts  Commission  is  planning    a  thank-you  dinner  in  early  September 
for  supporters  of  the  Arts  Festival.  It  will  take  place  in  the  Gallery  and 
all  board  members  will  be  invited. 

-Roselyn  Swig  hosted  parties  at  the  Fairmont  for  Joel  Grey  and  Mel  Torme 
after  their  Pops  concerts.    Gallery  Board  members  were  invited  to  attend. 

6.    CURATORIAL  COMMITTEE  -  McCarron 

-Meridian  closes  on  August  10.    The  Gallery  will  be  closed  to  the  public 
until  September  5  when  the  SNAP!  Photography  '85  opens.    Entries  for  the 
competition  will  be  accepted  until  August  20.    Constance  Lewellen,  Berkeley; 
Sam  Wagstaff ,  New  York;  and  Joel-Peter  Witkin,  Albuquerque  will  jury  the 
show  on  August  22  and  23.    Board  members  are  welcome  to  help  in  the  Gallery 
during  that  time.    Photo  Metro  will  be  doing  an  interview  with  Sam  Wagstaff 
in  the  September  issue.    Suggestions  from  the  Board  for  educational  events 
were  a  lecture  by  Joel -Peter  Witkin  and  contacting  universities  to  use 
the  exhibit  as  an  educational  tool. 

-CALIFORNIA  DESIGN:  2  will  be  presented  in  cooperation  with  the  American 
Institute  of  Graphic  Arts  (AIGA)  from  October  22  -  November  23  with  the 
opening  reception  on  October  19. 

-To  provide  background  for  new  Board  members,  Dunham  described  last  year's 
Holiday  Exhibition/Fundraiser.    Concerns  with  its  shortcomings  will  be 
considered  in  planning  this  year's  Holiday  show  (December  2  -  December  22). 
These  include  its  financial  success  as  a  fundraiser,  the  number  of  artists 
invited,  the  artist/Gallery  percentage  on  sold  work,  the  price  of  the  work, 
the  time  involved  by  board  and  staff  to  organize  and  install  exhibit  and 
the  cost  of  installation.    At  its  meeting  ?on  August  1,  the  Curatorial 
Committee  proposed  three  options  to  present  to  the  Board: 

1.  Invite  3-8  artists  to  use  the  Gallery  space  in  an  environmental  way 
to  address  the  holiday  theme.    Exhibit  small  holiday  gift  items  in  the 
environments  for  sale  for  under  $100. 

2.  Invite  60  artists  to  exhibit  2  works  for  sale(in  a  format  similar  to  last 
year  ~tany  media,  no  larger  than  18"  sq.)  One  work  .would  illustrate  the 
artists  feeling  about  the  holiday  season  and  be  priced  from  $50-$150. 
The  other  would  be  a  smaller  piece,  tree  ornament  priced  from  $10-30. 

3.  Raffle  off  a  major  piece  of  donated  art  that  would  be  exhibited  along 
with  artist  made  items  for  sale  for  under  $100. 

The  Committee  suggests  that  the  artist/Gallery  percentage  be  50/50,  that 
the  expenses  be  kept  low  and  that  the  staff  time  be  kept  at  a  minimum. 
Board  members  discussed  the  options  and  expressed  concerns  that  the  prices 
seemed  too  high,  that  the  formats  too  complicated,  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
interest  in  selling  raffle  tickets  and  that  December  is  too  competative  a 
time  of  year  for  a  raffle.  Suggestion  was  made  that  artists  be  asked  to 
donate  work  and  that  there  be  a  pricing  committee.    Consensus  was  that  no 
decision  be  made  until  after  the  retreat  when  the  Board  could  evaluate 
fundraising  exhibits/events  and  examine  all  the  issues  '  '  ■  . 
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-McCarron  is  organizing  an  exhibition  Crisis  $  Charisma  (January  9  - 
February  15,  1986.    Five  of  the  seven  artists  to  be  included  are: 
Hugh  Buck,  Julian  Gaulkner,  Ted  Jouflas,  Warren  Muller  and  Mark  Rubin. 

-Environments  (February  27  -  April  15,  1985)  conceived  as  a  vehicle  to 
exhibit  all  9  proposals  for  the  Outdoor  Annex  Project  in  conjunction  with 
the  the  first  installation  of  the  three  selected  by  panel  members  Jennifer 
Dowley,  Toby  Levy  and  Doug  Hollis  last  year.  The  Board  previously  approved 
iniating  the  project  with  John  Roloff's  "Winter  Stream/Driftin  Rowboat  (overturned)" 
in  light  of  the  fact  that  the  total  budget  for  all  three  has  not  yet  been  met, 
because  of  its  visual  impact  and  potential  for  raising  funds  to  continue  the 
project.    McCarron  reported  that  Roloff  is  unable  to  meet  the  October  starting 
date  due  to  previous  committments.    The  Board  discussed  alternatives  and 
decided  to  reschedule  Environments  for  April  17  -  May  17.    Decision  was  based 
on  discussion  of  the  inappropriateness  of  either  of  the  other  two  installations 
preceeding  Roloff's.    Anna  Murch's  performance/garden  space  requires  seasonal 
planting  /programming  and  Bill  Fontana's  sound  sculpture  is  a  non-visual  piece. 
The  Roger  Berry/Helen  Escobedo , Meridian  proposal  was  suggested  as  an  option 
for  February  but  discussion  deemed  it  better  suited  to  be  installed  after  the 
Roloff,  Fontana,  Murch  installations. 

-Contemporary  Quilts  (May  29  -  July  5,  1986)proposed  by  7  Bay  Area  quiltmakers 
with  contemporary  concepts  about  the  traditional  American  craft.    To  be  exhibited 
during  the  time  of  the  American  Craft  Council  Convention  in  Oakland.  This 
exhibit  will  be  the  Gallery's  first  craft  related  exhibition  and  an  opportunity 
to  further  expand  within  the  community. 


FINANCE  AND  DEVELOPMENT  -  Campbell 
-Copies  of  the  85-86  Budget  were  reviewed.    McCarron  and  Campbell  will  present 
an  analysis  of  last  year's  budget. at  the  next  meeting. Encapsulated  summary: 
End  of-  year  report  is1  very  positve  with  $120,000  budget  and  spending  just  under 
$100,000.    Income  assumptions  were  scaled  down  during  year  and  gallery  records 
are  very  accurate  "accounts  of  spending.

Brian  Watson,  production  agent  has  approached  the  Gallery  as  a 
possible  site  to  display  and  sell  the  shirts  for  $18.00  each  with  a  profit 
of  $9.00  per  shirt  to  the  Gallery.    Brenda  Zimmerman,  director  of  Friends 
of  the  Arts  suggests  planning  a  fundraising  event  in  conjunction  with  selling 
the  shirts.    The  Board  requested  that  Brenda  Zimmerman  prepare  a  fact  sheet 
with  specifics  about  potential  income,  gallery  time  investment  and  fiscal 
fees.    Other  concerns  expressed  by  the  Board  were  display  of  shirts  in  the 
Gallery,  how  long  shirts  have  been  on  the  market  and  how  cash  and  sales 
tax  would  be  handled.

The  director's  position  as  John  McCarron  had  it  was  a  permanent 
city  position  filled  on  a  temporary  requisition  because  there 
was  no  existing  list  at  the  time.

Test  for  Curators  of 
the  Art  in  Public-  Places  from  the  existing  list  and  take  new- 
applications  and  test  separately  for  the  Gallery  director  job.  It's 
unprecedented  with  Civil  Service  at  this  time  but  because  the 

jobs  are  so  different  this  approach  still  remains  an  option. 
-3.     Convince  Civil  Service  that  the  Arts  Commission  and  Airport 

Commission  should  hire  curators  without  going  .through  Civil  Service 
examination  process.     Advertise  and  make  selection  from 
qualified  applicants.     Claire  will  work  with  Elsa  Cameron 
from  the  Airport  Commission  to  secure  this  option. 

At  the  actual  time  of  hiring,   Claire  as  the  appointing  officer 
will  make  the  final  decision  but  she  will  work  together  with  the 
Board  in  selecting  a  person  acceptable  to  all.

Discussion  of  the  previous  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting  followed. 

The  exhibit  proposal  for  Radical  Regionalism  was  presented  for 
approval.     There  was  strong  objection  from  Arts  Commissioner 
Bob  LaRocca.     He  wanted  to  know  why  Robert  Stern,   of  New  York,   a  well 
artcht. should  be  allowed  to  exhibit  in  a  municipal  gallery  devoted 

to  tBay  Area  emerging  artists.     Jo  Hanson  argued  for  the  right 
of  the  curator  '     to  select  the  show,   and  to  have  good  reason 
for  his  selection.     She  also  noted  that  the  title  of  the  show 
"Bay  Area  Works  by  5  Architectural  Firms"  established  the  work 
as  being  in  the  Bay  Area  and  of  importance  to  all  arcitects  from 
the  area . 


Phil  and  Anne  Healy  argued  that  our  gallery  is  not  only  for 
emerging  artists  but  is  a  forum  for  the  visual  arts.     If  Bob 


Stern  is  doing  something  of  interest  he  should  be  in  the  show. 

There  was  a  time  constraint  with  regard  to  the  approval  of 
the  exhibit  proposal.     To  delay  approval  to  get  further  explanations 
for  the  curatorial  work  would  jeopardize  announcement/press 
promotional  work. 

The  Arts  Commissioners  decided  to  approve  the  proposal  but  stipulated 
that  Robert  Stern's  exhibit  was  to  receive  less  prominence  and 
space  than  any  one  of  the  Bay  Area  architects  in  the  show. 

Louise  Jordan  argued  that  it  might  be  of  benefit  to  the  Bay  Area 
artists  to  be  associated  with  Bob  Stern  in  the  show. 

There  has  been  art  from  outside  the  Bay  Area  exhibited  at  the 
gallery,  e.g.,   "Controversial  Public  Art",  also,  Nancy  Rubin 
from  L.A.     Anne  Healy  pointed  out  that  other  Arts  Commission 
programs  have  welcomed  outsiders  -  for  example  Tony  Bennett  at 
the  Arts  Festival. 

Anne  and  Kathleen  met  with  the  show  curator,  Daniel  Gregory 
ubseqisent  to  the  Visual  Arts  meeting.     Kathleen  reported  that 
he  has  chosen  Bob  Stern  because  he  is  working  on  a  project  for 
Russian  Hill.     He  wrote  a  letter  to  the  commissioners  explaining 
his  choices . 

Daniel  has  good  reason  for  all  he's  doing,  a  good  network  with 
writers  and  media.     The  show  is  scheduled  in  conjunction  with  a 
meeting  of  architectural  historians  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art. 
There  should  be  a  lot  of  coverage  for  the  show. 

The  issues  here  pointed  out  once  again  the  necessity  for  us 
to  get  projects  approved  early  on.     Anne  said  she  thought 
we'd  have  to  drum  up  another  show  as  this  one  was  almost  not 
approved.     Seldom  do  we  have  concerns  from  the  Visual  Arts 
Commissioners,   though  there  was  some  for  Lisa  Hein's  piece. 
Also,  the  Board  is  strong,  and  is  available  to  back  up  staff. 

The  next  curatorial  meeting  was  scheduled  for  2/24,  6:00. 

Next  Visual  Arts  Committee  we'll  seek  approval  for  Ceramic 
Sculpture  and  outsider  Art. 


Louise  Jordan  reported  that  the  Friends  of  the  Arts ,  who 
heretofore  have  raised  money  and  given  it  to  the  Arts  Commission 
to  distribute,  are  considering  are  different  approach.  They'd 
like  to  do  one  event  per  year  to  raise  money  for  a  specific 
program,   for  example,  State  and  Local  Re-granting,  or  the  Gallery. 
A  program  would  only  get  money  from  the  Friends  when  it  is  their 
year . 

There  was  general  agreement  that  the  proposed  approach  should  be 
discouraged.     All  programs  need  help  each  year,   or  if  emergencies 
arrise .     They  must  have  access  to  the  Friends. 

Final  discussion  concerned  the  appointment  of  the  art  commissioners. 
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They  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor.     As  Dianne  Feinstein 
cannot  be  re-elected,   the  new  mayor  will  have  the  right  to 
appoint  art  commissioners. 

Rene  discussed  the  position  of  the  art  gallery  in  relation 
to  the  arts  commissioners.

Martha  Campbell  was  not  present  due  to  illness.  The  revision  of  the  by-laws  of  the 
Advisory  Board  was  postponed  until  the  next  meeting. 

Dire ctor ' s  Report  -  Meissner 

The  USSR/BAY  AREA  Cartoon  Exchange  exhibit  closed  on  March  12.  Attendance 
at  this  exhibit  was  excellent.     The  show  will  travel  to  Seattle  from  here. 
A  catalog  is  being  published  by  Ron  Turner-  of  Last  Gasp  Publishing. 

The  Gallery  and  the  State  and  Local  Partnership  have  applied  to  the 
California  Arts  Council  for  a  88/89  grant.     The  joint  application  was  by 
the  request  of  the  CAC.     The  Gallery  has  asked  for  $15,000  to  provide  artist's 
fees,  technical  and  administrative  assistance,  curatorial  fees,  critical  writing 
fees,  and  installation  materials. 

At  the  last  Arts  Commission  meeting,  Claire  reported  that  all  city  departments 
have  been  required  to  cut  20%  of  their  budgets.     She  outlined  several  alternatives

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The  announcement  of  this  plan  at  the  Arts  Commission  meeting  came 
as  a  surprise  to  all  Arts  Commission  staff.     Anne  met  with  Dennis 
Rumsey  and  Raymond  Wong  to  review  balances  in  this  year's  budget  and 
to  determine  if  other  options  to  the  proposed  cut  backs  could  be 
considered  (e.g.,  fundraising  to  supplement  payroll  or  closing  the 
Gallery  for  two  months  in  the  summer.)   Dennis  advised  that  the  cut- 
backs have  been  proposed  to  the  Mayor  and  his  budget  staff,  and 
that  we  should  wait  for  the  decisions  from  City  Hall. 

The  Advisory  Board  suggested  a  special  meeting  with  Claire  and  Jackie 
to  discuss  the  concerns  of  the  Advisory  Board  regarding  the 
budget  cuts  on  the  Gallery.     The  Advisory  Board  will  meet  on  Tuesday, 
March  22  to  review  the  Arts  Commission  meeting  minutes  and  guidelines 
for  fundraising.

1)     Gallery's  Fifth  Anniversary 

Helaine  Fortgang,  Louise  Jordan,  Bonnie  Earis-Solari,  Marty  Campbell  and 
Anne  Meissner  met  on  May  23, 1 988  to  discuss  plans  for  a  ffth  anniversary 
celebration.  An  art  treasure  hunt  had  been  proposed  at  an  earlier 
meeting  to  raise  funds  to  cover  an  anticipated  deficit  in  the  gallery's  1 988/89 
budget  S  ince  that  time,  the  Mayor's  office  recommended  cftry  monies 
to  cover  these  expenses.lt  was  relt  also  that  Board  and  staff  needed 
to  spend  the  next  year  developing  an  audience  for  a  special  event  The  treasure 
hunt  was  postponed  and  smaller  parties  recommended.

3)  Aorienne  Fuzee,  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  Nominations  Committee,  reviewed 
candidates  under  consideration  for  appointment  to  the  Board.  Other  names  were 
suggested.  It  is  hoped  that  interviews  will  be  completed  in  the  upcoming  weeks  and  that 
there  will  be  at  least  six  appointments  to  replace  members  whose  terms  are  ending  in 
June.  Advisory  Board  to  approve  appointments  at  the  April  meeting;  Arts  Commission  to 
approve  in  May.

4)  Gallery  budget  reviewed.  City  Revolving  Fund  monies  are  encumbered  for  basic 
operating  expenses,  e.g.,  insurance,  light,  telephone.  Exhibits  scheduled  for  the  balance 
of  the  fiscal  year  must  be  paid  for  from  chants,  particularly  CAC.  However,  the  CAC 
g'ant  requires  matching  funds;  requests  are  pending  from  Security  Pacific  Bank,  Walter 
&  Elise  Haas  Fund,  and  George  Jewett  Foundation.  Arts  Commission  Director  Isaacs 
has  advanced  the  Gallery  $7,500  from  her  administrative  budget  pending  repayment 
from  these  grant  requests.  Louise  Jordan  suggested  other  funding  sources.  It  was 
ayeed  to  brainstorm  new  revenues  should  pending  grants  prove  negative.  Meissner 
reported  that  the  Gallery  received  cash  contributions  from  Cissie  Swig  and  Jeremy 
Stone  in  support  of  the  Centro  Colombo  American  Exhibit,  which  opened  at  the  Museum 
of  Modern  Art  in  Cartegena,  Columbia  on  February  15th.  Other  income  was  received 
from  a  private  viewing  reception  for  the  Junior  Statesmen  of  America  on  March  4th  and 
commissions  on  sales  from  the  RAGS  show. 

5)  Exhibition  programs  discussed.  In  light  of  the  current  cash  flow  problems,  Isaacs  and 
Meissner  have  ayeed  to  continue  indoor  programs  as  scheduled  and  to  postpone  City 
Site  installations  until  funding  is  assured.  Meissner  will  request  an  extension  from  CAC 
for  monies  slated  for  City-Site  projects. 

6)  "Rags"  can  be  considered  a  success  by  several  measurements:  the  Gallery's  first 
catalog  documented  the  exhibit;  new  audiences,  particularly  students  from  Fashion 
Institute  and  design  classes;  attendance  by  College  Art  Association  and  Women's 
Caucus  for  Art  conferees. 

7)  Rene  Yanez  discussed  "The  Funny  Show".  The  opening  is  March  16th  and  there  will 
be  two  special  events,  a  comic  performance  on  April  Fool's  Day,  and  video  screenings 
on  April  27th. 

8)  In  response  to  the  "Wish  List",  the  Gallery  received  funds  for  a  microwave  oven. 

9)  Director  Isaacs  complimented  Gallery  staff  for  excellent  work  and  dedication.  She 
cited  the  number  of  overtime  hours  that  staff  have  acquired  and  agreed  that  a  third  staff 
person  is  needed.  The  Gallery  schedule,  with  periodic  closures  of  one  to  two  weeks  at  a 
time,  will  be  used  in  the  meantime  to  reduce  accrued  compensatory  and  vacation  time. 

10)  Performing  Arts  Services  will  host  a  private  reception  at  the  Gallery  on  April  10th, 
5:30-7:30,  in  honor  of  Dorthe  Madsen,  their  newly  appointed  Director  of  Arts  and 
Tourism,  and  Lucinda  Reinhold,  Director  of  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  Arts 
and  Culture  Department.  The  next  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Board  is  postponed  until 
April  17th.

Meeting  called  to  order  at  5:15  PM,  April  17,  1989  by  Marti  Campbell.  Quorum 
present. 

Minutes  of  March  13,  1989  approved. 
Discussion  of  FY89/90  Budget. 

The  Arts  Commission,  at  its  March  6th  meeting,  approved  a  proposed  budget 
which  reduces  the  Gallery  funds  by  one-third  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  That  is, 
City  funds  for  the  Gallery  will  be  $9,000  instead  of  $13,700  should  the  Mayor's 
budget  analyst  impose  a  5%  decrease  in  funds  for  the  Commission  as  a  whole. 
Director  Isaacs  hopes  that  the  budget  reduction  is  a  "paper  exercise"  in  the 
budget  process  and  that  reductions  will  not  be  required. 
Jordan  pointed  out  that  the  Commission's  Finance  Committee  report  states  the 
cuts  were  decided  following  "staff  recommendations".   Meissner  said  she 
submitted  four  recommendations  to  Director  Isaacs  in  November:  1)  Increase 
the  City  funds  by  20%;  2)  re-ciassify  two  staff  positions  at  the  Gallery;  3) 
secure  a  third  staff  member  for  30  hours  per  week;  and,  4)  raise  matching  funds 
for  CAC  grant  by  the  beginning  of  the  funding  cycle  (July  1,  1989). 
Ramifications  of  a  reduced  budget  on  Gallery  programs  were  discussed. 
Meissner  reported  that  according  to  the  Arts  Commission's  accountant,  most  of 
the  $9,000  will  be  encumbered  to  cover  anticipated  Gallery  overhead 
expenses,  for  example,  telephone,  security,  fine  arts  insurance,  subscriptions, 
office  equipment  maintenance,  etc.    Moreover,  the  City  will  allocate  only  25% 
of  the  budget  for  the  first  quarter.  A  spending  plan  is  then  drawn  up  based  on 
first  quarter  expenses.  In  other  words,  none  of  the  remaining  monies  will  be 
available  to  the  Gallery  "on  loan"  in  support  of  exhibitions  pending  grants  from 
outside  sources.  At  this  time  there  are  no  assured  funds  in  support  of 
exhibitions  programs. 

The  Gallery  has  applied  to  CAC  for  $17,500  for  the  next  fiscal  year  and  a 
dollar-for-dollar  match  is  required.  Jordan  reported  that  at  the  Commission 
meeting,  Director  Isaacs  said  grants  may  not  be  accepted  if  matching  funds 
have  not  been  raised.  The  Gallery  has  several  grants  still  pending  in  support  of 
CAC  awards  for  the  current  year  and  FY89/90  as  well,  which  are, 


1)  Security  Pacific  Bank.  Request  for  $15,000  in  support  of  three  Exploration: 
City  Site  projects.  Grant  pending  since  Oct.,  1988.  Meissner  met  last  week 
with  Frances  Snyder,  Vice-President  for  Public  Relations  at  Security  Pacific 
Bank,  who  is  working  directly  with  Bob  Phillip,  Executive  Vice-President,  to 
make  recommendations  on  grant  requests.  The  bank  seeks  to  become  more 
visible  in  Northern  California  as  a  result  of  project  grants.  Meissner  offered  the 
following  suggestions:  1)  the  Gallery  would  provide  more  visible  signage  at  the 
site  and  on  the  exhibit  announcements;  2)  a  black  tie  private  reception  for  the 
bank  combined  with  a  POPS  concert;  3)  quoting  Bob  Phillip  in  Gallery  news 
releases.  Snyder  said  they  would  make  a  decision  in  the  next  ten  days. 

2)  Walter  and  Elise  Haas  Fund.  Request  for  $5,000  for  a  match  for  the  88/89 
CAC  grant.  Bruce  Sievers,  Director  of  the  Fund,  told  Meissner  that  he  would 
discuss  the  request  again  with  the  Fund's  Board,  but  to  not  expect  a  positive 
reply. 

3)  George  Jewett  Foundation.  Request  for  $4,000  for  operating  funds  for  the 
current  year.  Decision  was  to  be  made  by  March  31st.  No  reply  yet. 

4)  Bank  of  America  Foundation  is  now  able  to  accept  grant  proposals.  Marti 
Campbell,  Bonnie  Earls-Solari  and  Meissner  will  follow-up.  Request  will  be  for 
$7,500  in  support  of  the  CAC  grant  for  89/90. 

It  was  suggested  that  Advisory  Board  members  each  "adopt-a-Commissioner" 
to  discuss  the  Gallery's  history,  overall  budget  needs,  and  curatorial  process, 
in  addition  to  simply  inviting  the  Commissioners  to  exhibit  openings  and  special 
events. 

The  Advisory  Board  rejected  the  suggestion  that  artists  or  outside 
organizations  be  asked  to  fund  exhibits.  It  was  felt  that  this  would  substantially 
alter  the  Gallery's  purpose  and  would  make  the  resources  available  on  an 
ability  to  pay  basis. 

Additional  funding  possibilities  were  suggested,  e.g,  US  Leasing,  Gerald 
Hines,  use  of  the  gallery  by  businesses  and  law  firms  for  "private  viewings" 
receptions  for  their  summer  interns. 

Curatorial  Committee  report.  "The  Funny  Show",  curated  by  Rene  Yanez,  has 
been  well  received.  It  was  featured  on  "Evening  Magazine"  last  Friday. 
Adrienne  Fuzee  updated  the  Board  on  her  show  "Torch  and  Anvil".  It  will  open 
May  1 1th.  On  May  10th  a  number  of  artists  will  be  working  in  the  outdoor  lot  to 
cut  and  weld  the  exhibit  signage.  There  will  be  other  lectures  in  conjunction 
with  the  show,  in  addition  to  a  catalog.  Adrienne  and  Gallery  intern  Danielle 
Fox  are  typesetting  and  editing  the  catalog  on  the  Gallery's  computer. 

Nominations  for  Advisory  Board  membership  reviewed.  Five  new  members 
were  elected  for  three  year  appointments:  Glen  Helfand,  art  critic  and  graphics 
designer;  Katherine  Maechtling,  Attorney  with  McKutchen,  Doyle;  Armonda 
Rascon,  artist  and  Director  of  Terrain  Gallery;  Wayne  Zebzda,  artist;  Richard 
Whitesell,  Director  of  Access  and  staff  member  of  Ruth  Braunstein  Gallery. 
Other  nominees  will  be  interviewed  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
Board.

Security  Pacific  Bank  has 
committed  to  a  grant  of  $15,000  --  three  payments  of  $5,000  each  --  in  support 
of  three  "Exploration:  City  Site"  projects  in  the  upcoming  year,  beginning  in 
May.  The  bank  wants  to  be  associated  with  Civic  Center  and  Bay  Area 
contemporary  arts.  The  grant  is  not  dependent  on  approval  of  specific 
installations.  The  bank  requests  increased  signage  and  acknowledgement  at 
the  site  and  on  the  exhibit  announcements.  They  will  have  a  private  preview 
reception  for  bank  clients  and  management  at  the  Gallery  on  July  19th.

Earthquake 

Discussion  of  the  effects  of  the  earthquake  on  arts  organizations  and  artists.  Several 
teams  of  engineers  have  inspected  the  Gallery  and  have  found  no  major  structural 
damages  following  the  earthquake.  Minor  damages  include  cracks  in  windows  and  brick 
walls.  Power  was  out  for  two  days  -  major  potential  problem  was  that  the  alarm  system 
was  not  activated.

Margie  O'Driscoll,  recently  appointed  by  Mayor  Agnos  as  Arts  Liaison,  has  been 
coordinating  efforts  to  identify  problems  and  process  claims  for  compensation  with  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency.  She  has  been  successful  in  establishing 
artists  as  businessmen,  and  therefore  entitled  to  financial  assistance. 
Gallery  Attendant 

Applications  are  being  received  for  a  part-time  position.  Staff  will  interview  candidates 
and  make  selection  in  December.
